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FRANCE NOT BUYING. 


A Paris despatch says that the French whest 
crop is likely to run to seven or eight million tons 
key 250 million bushels. This unusual yield will 
enable the republic to get slong for the next year 
without importing the cereal, except from its 
colony of Algiers. The French market is thus ap- 
parently closed for the season to the surplus fron 
this and the other younger eontinents, and the 
prospective European demand correspondingly 
rhortened.

demand affects prices at all ft can only be in the 
wrong direction so far as Canada is concerned 
With more wheat for export in prospect than in 
any previous season, Canada needs a keener de- 
mand and better prices than prevailed last year. 
France of course is only one of last year’s cus- 
tomers for oversea wheat, and it may be that the 
loss of that market will be made up by larger re- 
quirements in other of the highly industrial coun 
tries of Europe.

off the Government's shonider. The Cuno Ministry 
is hardly going out of its way to invite a revolt 
against its authority by throwing a gratuitous 
at the radical elements. The conclusion 
must be that the Government is acting on the 
defensive, and with a knowledge that the plotters 
ure busy with plans for an upset. 

The German people have been well schooled to 
obey, and they are by temperament very likely io 
recognize the folly of fighting amang themselves 
But the adulteration of the eurrency and the 
failure to settle the international relationships of | 
the country have subjected them to reactions in 
industrial and matters. While 
many has been busy and apparently prosperous, 
the prosperity is artificial. It is based upon the 
dodging of debts, the ruination of credit, and thc 
dreds of millions of paper marks re- 
deemable in gold. There has to be an end to that | 
temporizing policy, and there are concurrent 
results from it of an aggravating kind. Thus the 
German manufacturer cannot know at what price 
he dare sell his goods; while the employee in his | 
factory finds that the faster the money printing: | 
press is run the faster the cost of living goes up 
These conditions provide material alike for ‘‘red’’ 
propagandists and for the powerful element which 
would like to re-establish the old regime. It has| 
often happened that a country which lost a war 
abroad has afterwards to encounter the worse 
consequence of internal strife. Germany thus far
